Her 
principal hunting ground is ber uncle’s ranch, not far 
from Sonora, along the western range of the Sierras. 


In the course of a recent interview this remarkable | 


young woman sald: 

“IT wanted to do something to earn money, and 
there's not much a girl can do whose iot is cast on a 
lonely cattle range. I was born in St. Louis, and after 
I graduated from business college I had a very good 
position there as a typewriter in a lawyer's office. Then 
my mother's health failed and we came to California. 
We came to California too late, though, to save 
mother’s life, and the grief at losing her and worrying 
work soon told on me and I collapsed. I came up 
here to my uncle's ranch, where the bracing mountain 
air bas almost restored me to health, 

“In my rambles about the hills I often started snakes, 
and invariably watched them glide away in order to 
observe their beautifully marked skins.

“Then I set about to invent some sort of a device to 
snare the snakes.

But the 
work was done se clumsily that Jim took pity on me 
and said he could not stand by and let me go out hunt- 
ing rattlers with such a rickety snake fork, so he rigged 
a good stout one for me, and then he volunteered to 
guide me on the first hunt and show me a trick or two.

The fighting business in San Francisco is 
practically controlled by a trust In which the larger 
and more flourishing clubs are interested. They have 
succeeded in making the supervisors believe that the 
fighting business in the California Metropolis should be 
conducted by responsible clubs, and to that end the 
license has been raised to such organizations as desire 
to conduct boxing matches to $3,000a year. The clubs 
already in the field rather favor the increase, as they 
believe it will kill a couple of clubs just budding. Under 
the new license it is not probable that more than two 
clubs will handle the sport. Two clubs will pay $6,000 
into the city’s treasury for the privilege of pulling off 
twelve battles, which is at the rate of $500 per contest. 
This will shut out everything but first-class contests.

Never before in the history of long-distance bicycle 
races did a contest finish amidst more excitement and 
frenzied enthusiasm than the one which ended on Sat- 
urday night of last week at Madison Square Garden, 
New York city. Sixteen thousand wildly enthusiastic 
spectators yelled like madmen when Bobby Walthour 
sprinted across the finish line a winner by the narrow 
margin of two yards. The five American teams were 
on such unprecedentedly equal terms-that nobody could 
tell five minutes before the finish which would prove 
to be the winner. 

But as has been predicted, the victors turned out to 
be that valiant couple, who apparently all through the 
heart-breaking six days and six ‘nights have held their 
ambitious competitors safe at every stage—McEachern 
and Walthour. It was one of the most brilliant finishes 
ever seen on a bicycle ‘track ‘anywhere in the world. 
The winners were 178 miles behind the record at the 
finish. 

The third rider was five yards behind the second and 
the next two teams were so closely bunched that it was 
not until they had been “placed by the judges that the 
vast crowd knew who was third and fourth. Inches 
separated them. So close was the result that the men 
placed fourth actually thought they had won third 
place. 

The racing during the last two hours, especially dur- 
ing the last half hour, was cf so superb a quality as to 
gratify thoroughly the most captious critic.. Nothing 
like it ever has been seen before in this city in previous 
six-day or even in sprint bicycle races. 

McEachern and Walthour wor the magnificent vic- 
tory by superb generalship and a keen and commend- 
able judgment of pace. Having obtained the lead early 
in the race, they kept barely even with the teams near- 
est to them, never falling far enough behind to get out 
of striking distance when the crucial last hours came. 
Then they responded nobly; but equally as much praise 
should be given to the other four heroic fellows who 
struggled even more gamely at the last to land the 
coveted first prize and money. 

When the pistol shot announcing the beginning of 
the last mile was heard Butler was in the lead, with 
Wilson second and Walthour third. The three watched 
each other like hawks. In the second lap Walthour 
shot to the front and held that position throughout the 
third lap and into the fourth. In the fourth Butler 
again forged to the front and stayed there until the 
eighth lap, leaving Walthour second, Then Wa!thour 
by a heroic effort, got the lead again, Babcock being 
second and Wilson third. 

The two shots that signalized the beginning of the 
last lap caused Walthour to exhibit a marvelous burst 
of speed, hardly greater, however, than that of Wilson 
who tacked on to Walthour's rear wheel and bung on 
The two fairly flew around the track, soon leaving the 
bunch and so continuing until the finish. Walthour 
crossed the tape two yards ahead of Wilson. Munro 
was about five yards behind. Babcock and Butler 
crossed the tape only a few inches apart. 

As soon as the racers slowed down their terrific speed 
Mrs. Walthour sprang into the circle and kissed her 
husband, laughing and crying. Her embraces were 
alternated with those of McEachern, Walthour’s part- 
ner.
